ment have decided to make the following provisions under

GHANA— On loan to the Government of Ghana com- 
mencing from 23rd March 1959 or thereafter. 

INDO-CHINA— On the staff of International Commissions 
for Supervision and Control commencing from 7th 
August 1954 or thereafter, 

INDONESIA— On loan to the Government of Indonesia 
commencing from 28th November 1955 or thereafter. 

IRAQ— On loan to the Government of Iraq commencing 
from 10th November 1959 or thereafter.

NEPAL— (a) On the effective strength of a unit or forma- 
tion employed on the construction of "Tribhuvaa

9. Persons on the regular staff of diplomatic Mission* in the 
countries specified above do not fall within the purview of 
these provisions,

No. 1400, dated 22nd July I960.— In pursuance of Notification 
No. 16-Pres/fiO, dated the 26tli January I960, instituting the 
“SENA MEDAL”/ “ARMY MEDAL” Government have decided 
to make the following provisions under clause fifthly therein:— 

1. The following categories of personnel will be eligible for 
the award of the medal:— 

(a) Commissioned Officers, Junior Commissioned Officers, 
Warrant Officers, other Ranks and Non-Combatants 
(Enrolled) of the Regular Army, embodied Territorial

2. The medal shall be suspended from the left tide of the 
chest by a ribbon of the prescribed design. 

3. The bar to the medal shall be attached to the riband by 
which the medal is suspended. On those occasions when only 
the riband la worn, a suitable miniature Insignia, of a pattern 
approved by Government shall be fixed to the centre of the 
riband. 

4. A register of the names of those persons upon or on 
account of whom the decoration may Ire conferred shall be 
kept under the direction of Government. 

No, 1401, dated 22nd July I960— In pursuance of Notifica- 
tion No. 17-Pres/60, dated the 26th January i960, Institut- 
ing the ”NAO SENA MEDAL’ '/“NAVY MEDAL" Government 
have decided to make the following provisions under clause

On those occasions when 
only the riband Is worn, a suitable inimaLure Insignia of a 
pattern approved by Government shall be fixed to the centre 
of the riband. 

4. The names of those persons upon or on account of 
whom the decoration may be conferred shall be published in 
the Gazette of India and a register thereof kept under the 
direction of Government.
